Education of Young | Men and Women. 


Antioch College, at Yellow Springs O., 
over which Horace Mann presides, it is un- 
derstood, is open both to male and female 
students. In his inaugural address, he ar- 
gues the propriety—nay the necessity, of 
educating young men and women in the 


regulated social companionship. After set- 
ting forth the true conditions of such edn- 
cation, and meeting the usual round of ob- 
jections thereto, Mr, Mann sums up on this 
head as follows: Pos: 

“ Beside and beyond all this, I believe 


cial circles, will be mutually advantageous 
to them. It will be both moral restraint 
and intellectual excitement. That innate 
regard which each sex has for the other sex, 
over and. above what it has for the same good 
qualities in its owu—the difference between 
friendship and love—is too precious aud too 
powerfulan agency to be thrown away in the 
education of either, 1 believe it to be an 
agency which God meant we should make 
use Of, to promote the refinement, the pro- 
gress and the elevation of them both. I 
believe it may be made to supercede many of 
our coarse and crude instruments of discipline 
—the goads and blugeons of punishment 
which are now employed to rouse young 
men from the stupefaction of idleness, or 
beat them back from the gateway of sin. 
And whata state of society does it invin- 
cibly argue among parents, and in the com- 
munity at large, if young men and women 
cannot be brought together to pursue those 
ennobling studies, aud to receive those apt in- 
structions which pre-eminently fit them’ for 
the highest duties of their common life, 
without mutual peril! And where in rea- 
son,or in the divine commands,is there either 
warrant or pretext for the dcetrine that 
those whom God mingles together in the 
family, by birth; and whom, through the 
sacred ordinance of marriage, he designs. 
for a still closer re'ation in after life; where, 
ask, is there any authority, human or divine 
for seizing and violently separating these 
saine parties, for four, or six, or ten, of the 
middle years of their existence ?—those 
very years when they can best prepare 
themselves, by the elevation of whatever is 


whatever isin them of evil, fora future 
companionship so intimate as to be lost in 
identity. Such separation is obviously un- 
natural; and if it be necessary for the pre- 
servation of sexual purity, it is time that 
the whole community should take the alarm 
‘tind hasten to devise a less monstrous rem-

Fate of American Statesman. 


- There is nothing in the history of our 
country more surprising than the change of 
sentiment in regard to political: life. Not 
30 years since, it was viewed ina most at- 
tractive light, and it was rare to find an 
ambitious young man who did upt look for- 
ward eagerly to this sort of distinction.— - 
The ideas inherited from our English an- 


-cestors, defining the Stateas the nublest 


sphere for personal distinétion, were then 
exerting a decided influence over our rising 
talent. Great. men, too, had filled the most 
of our official positions. There was a ne- 
cessity for such men, because the nation 
felt its youthful inexperience, its want of 
skill and power, its absolute dependence on 
guiding, governing minds, As late as the 
period named, these causes had combined 
to make political preferment 4 glittering 
prize. But a singular revolution has taken 
place. The best talent of the land has 
become disgusted with official service, and 
it now seeks to expend itself in other chan- 
nels. The ranks of every profession are 
annually supplied with a larger: number. of 
first-rate men than go into politics. Only 
a moiety of them fix their eyes on Wash- 
ington City. Nota few of these are mov- 
ed by other considerations thgn those of 
honorable fame. It is a cheap way of get- 
ting a livelihood—of eating fine dinners, 
and drinking champagne—of enjoying the 


revelries of life at other people’s expense. 


Those who pursue politics as the science of 
statesmanship, looking to it ag a field for 
generous devotion to national interests, and 
aiming to acquire that high, reputation 
which always impels the most ‘magnani- 
mous order of intellects, are exceedingly 
rare. They might be written on the thumb- 
nail of an infant. Pe 

Why is this? There is something grand 
and inspiring in the hope of serving your 
country. Why is it lowered to the level 
of a fleeting vanity? Our public life ap- 
peals, in theory, to philanthropy as well as 
to patriotism. It places men in connection 
with the moral interests of the world, and 
offers the most brilliant opportunities for 
advancing the welfare of humanity. <A 
great truth spoken in Congress may flash 
across the Atlantic. One ejectric word 
may fulfillan Archangel’s mission among 
distant nations. A century of power and 
progress may be in the utterepce of a mo- 
ment, and yet there are no mighty hearts 
stirred to seize the occasion. : Politics are 
becoming more and more distasteful. Hun- 
dreds of persons feel that they are odious, 
and on no present inducement could they 
be had fcr public stations. Why is this?

things. Not that the principle of party 
organization is a bad principle, but it has 
been perverted from its right use. Unwor- 
thy men have been suffered to get the

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_ The past week has been one of intense ex- 
citemént in this city. Frauds almost unex-— 
_ampled in the coolness and adroitness of their | 
execution, in theit extent and their success, 
have been discovered, perpetrated by a man, 
than whom none other among our prominent 
business men, stood fairer in public esteem. 
Henry Meiggs, in almost all whose trans- 


getions we had seemed to see public spirit 


fad generous, beneficial enterprise, whose 
‘very countenanse seemed eloquent with a 


mild frankness, and proud honesty, and gen- 


eral good will, and whose life we thought 
was corroborating all timony of his 
countenance about the bebind it, has 
proved to be,—at any rate,’ has come to be,— 
a villain of the deepest dye. He has over- 
issued an already depreciated stock : he has 
forged, and that to such an enormous extent 
that no charity can possibly in any way ex- 
tenuate'the crime. He has recklessly and 
mercilessly defrauded the poor of their little 
all, collected as it had been by honest, perse- 
vering and hard toil, and saved by rigid, self- 
denying economy. The particu!ars will be 
Even while we 
publish them, we can hardly velieve them : 
they seem incredible, and yet we know they 
are true. And he has gone with his ill-gotten 
gains: gone, a voluntary fugitive and an out-— 
law,:armed-against the attack which he an- 
ticipated as possille, and prepared _to add the 
crime of murder to his other wickedness, in 
case thus only he could escape the just retri- 
butions of the law. In the eye of man he is 
a cheat; iu the view of God, he is a robber 
and a murderer. 
Our feelings are those of deep sorrow, rath- 
er than of anger, in view of the évent. In- | 
dignation it is certainly calculated to move: 
and the indignation it has stirred in this com- 
munity isjust. But our strongest feelings, 
rising spontaneoiisly, are those of sorrow. It 
is not as though a gambler or notorious sharp- 
er had done it. We were wontin meeting 
Mr. Meiggs to_feel a sort of relief from the 
pressure upon our heart of that true old doc- 
trine of total depravity, which we were so 


~ continually seeing demonstrated and exem- 


plified about us; were wont to think that if 
the race is in ruins, there are some fine pillars 
standing yet. It is painful to lose one of 
these pillars any way ; but we would rather | 
see it prostrated with its glory upon it, than 
to see it crumble and its glory depart. 
- The effect of this transaction cannct be es- 
~ timated in dollars and-cents alone. The loss 
to the community of so much hard cash as 
Mr. Meiggs has probably carried with him,,. 
will be felt very sensibly in the present heavy _ 
pressure. And the extent to which the fraud 
may carry ruin to individuals cannot yet be 
foretold. Distrust is made almost universal. 
It relates both to the characters and the abili- 
tiesof men. Even if we know that a man 
had none of Meiggs’ warrants or stock, we 


do not know but he holds the paper of those 


who do hold that scrip. And as to character, 
—Henry Meigys turns out a scoundrel,—who 
may-not do so? 
We cannot believe that the reputation of 
Mr. Meiggs in this inquisitive and suspicious 
community was born of and nurtured by 
mere sham. We still believe him to have 
been, until recently, all that he has seemed. 
We prefer to believe-so, and we claim the 
privilege, for we think it more’ credible that 
an honest man under the pressure of tempta- 
tion should become a knave,than that a knave 
should create,and for year after year sustain a 
character like that of Mr. Meiggs, in this 
city But Mr. M. had undertaker too much. 
In the days of his prosperity, he pressed his 
cahital and credit hard, leaving no margin 
for righting a slip at any time. Lumber 
which had paid so well, began not only not 
to pay, but todraw heavily upon the capital 
of those concerned init. Mr. Meiggs be- 


came a great loser, and he had no uninvested 


capital from which he could lose, without at 
once embarmssing himself. He must have 
money; and like other forgers, he secures 
some upon forged scrip, which he expects 
confidently to redeem in due season and then 
destroy. But the first step thus taken, his 
ruin was certain and was soon to come. 
Will not the business men of California 
learn a lesson here! In no country is capital 
so productive as in this, and therefore in no 
country is so little allowed to lie by against a 


*time of need. Not only do men use all their 


own capital in their business; but they will 


press their credit almost to the very verge 


of destruction, even in ordinary times and 
while they are prospered. When they can 
make fifteen per cent. monthly on money in 


their business, it certainly seems policy to 


borrow at five. But what wil! they do when 
misfortune comes! We think it can be shown 
that even in California the habit of paying 
three per cent. monthly interest, will ruin any 
man sooner or later. Where rates of interest 


are @normous, money should never be bor- 


rowed for the sake of extending one’s busi- 


ness: the credit of a man at least, should be | 


saved for an hour of emergency. When will 
men learn that the surest roads to wealth are 


- the shortest in the end! The surest are un-

The Yankee Blade Disaster. 


When a passenger vessel is lost under the 
circumstances attending the wreck of the 
steamer Yinkee Blade, questions like these 


Who is at fault? Was it the result of care- 


recklessness? 
avoided by the employment of even an ordi- 


frequency of the destruction of steamers on 
our coast imperatively demands a rigid inves- 
tigation into the causes, and if the officers 
or any one of them is culpable, he should be 


| promptly and forever discharged ; and if no 


legal penalty can reach him, let him ever 
live under the frowns of an indignant and 
justly offended public. That the loss of so 
many steamers is in a majority of cases, to 
be attributed to incompetency we have no 
doubt. Men are selected for posts of respon- 
sibility and honor on the sea, as on land—not 


‘because they possess any peculiar fitness for 


them, but through sheer favoritism. 

We have availed ourselves of all accessi- 
ble sources of information in regard to the 
wreck of the Yankee Blade, and are obliged 
to accept the conclusion: that Capt. Randall 
is responsible, in a great degree, tor her loss. 
His Statement may be_true so far as it goes, 
though it entirely failed to convince us that 
his conduct was such as the éxigencies of 
the case demanded. - It has heretofore always 
been considered the privilege as well as duty 
of the captain to stand by his vessel to the 
very last in times of peril. But his bearing 
after the steamer struck the rocks is not so 
material—the all-absorbing qnestion is, how 
came they on the rocks ? What business had 
they, in pleasant weather and-on a calm sea, 


to run spat upon rocks, whose locality 1s defi- | 


nitely laid down on their charts? If it was 
foggy why not have proceeded with more 
caution, employed the léad and kept a better 
lookout? Why did not Capt R. entertain, — 
at least long enough to have made a thorough 
examination for himself, the suggestion of 
a brother Capt. who was familiar with the 
coast, that they were approaching too near 
the-land? Why did he with an obstinacy 
peculiar to little,weak minds. insist on pur- 
suing his own course, when several on board 
‘declared positively that they saw land ahead ! 
A man so self-conceited, so destitute of mag- 
nanimity, as never to act on the suggestions 
of another, must go wrong sometimes : none 
of us are infallible. ‘ 


The Purser says “they supposed them- 


-selves ten miles from land at the time of the 


accident.” An officer of the U. 8. Coast Sur- 
vey tells ws that there is an irregular varia- 
tion of the compass in that vicinity, probably 
due to thermal or voleanic action, and that 
this variation was evidently the cause of the 
loss of the W. Scott. It is to be inferred 
that Capt R knew of this twregular variation 
of the compass, and knowing it, why did he 
not keep so far away as to be entirely beyond 
its influence?’ Ten miles is dangerous prox- 
_imity to a rock-bpund coast, enveloped in fog, 
where no reliance can be placed on the point- 
ings of the magnetic needle. Such locali- 
ties should be given a wide berth, by ves- 
sels that carry sq valuable cargoes as do our 
Ocean Steamers. The story that some of the 
shoulder-strikers on board influenced the nee- 
dle by magnets carried about their persons, we 
regard as pure fabrication, destitute of the 
shadow of truth. Men of this stamp have 
too great a fear of death, to be voluntarily 
their own executioners. 

A gentleman, who was a passenger on the 
Sexgherner, bouni up, asserts that, after pass- 
ing her, an hour or two before the accident, 
the Blade crossed her wake in a direction that 
if continued, would inevitably run her ashore. 
This statement js also confirmed by passen- 
gers on the Blade. The coast steamers al- 
ways hug the shore as close as is safe for 
them, andthe simple fact that the Blade was 
approaching nearer than the Southerner, cross. 
ing her track lanjlward, ought to have excited 
the suspicions of any man, not obstinately 
reckless or tipsy. If, as many think, this 
short cut was taken with the intention of dis- 
tancing the Sonora and reaching Panama 
first, then the responsibility should be divid- 
ed between the Captain, Agents, and the pub- 


guilty in encouraging the utmost despatch in

We laud to the skies 
the captains and the steamers that make them. 
We proclaim to the world that we are a fast 
people and if stenmers take short cuts in obe- 
dience to our wishes, for the purpose of main- 
taining our supremacy for speed, we must 
bear our share of the blame when disasters 
occur and lives are Jost.

Donations to the Cabinet. Mr. Ross gave 
bottle of Mineral water from spring three 
miles east of Oakland. : 

Mr. Loomis presented Specimens of crys- 
tallized quartz from Mendocino. 

Dr. Trask furnished Specimens of Salt, 
crystallized from sea-water, from Island of 
Carmen, Gulf of California. 

- Dr. Kellogg presented a drawing of a Mal- 
vaceous shrub, furnished him by Dr. Trask. 
It was originally discovered on the Island of 
Anacappa, and is now found growing luxuri- 
antly in gardens near Santa Barbara. It is 
from 12 to 15 feet high, branching, and near- 
ly Sinches in diameter at the base. The 
flowers, which it bears in great profusion, are 
of beautiful bright pink color, with the petals 
reflexed when the flower is fully developed. 
Dr. K. presented also a drawing of a very 
large species of Viola in fruit, from a speci- 
men furnished by Dr. Andrews, the flower 
of which has not yet been seen. 


Lieut. Stone, U. 8S. N. gave fresh specimen 


of a fish, “the Chimera Colliai, specimens 
of Balanus, of Granite, Lignite, Silicified wood, 


and 2 undetermined species of Insects from - 


Puget’s Sound. 

Dr. W. O. Ayres exhibited a new species 
of fish, the Clypeocottus robustus, and gave 
the following description of it. | 


Clypeocottus robustus.—Ayres.—This_ spe- 
cies often attains a weight of five or six 
pounds, though my description is drawn from 
one only seven and one fourth inches long. 

Head large, broad, depressed, body taper- 
ing posteriorly, becoming compressed near 
the caudal fin. Length of the head, to the 
opercular angle, a little more than one-third 
of the entire length; breadth two inches and 
one fourth. Eyes far forward, rendering the 
forehead very abrupt, almost vertical. Gape 
of the mouth small, not extending beyond the 
anterior line of the orbits. 

Head strongly spinous, mailed (asin Trig- 
laand Prionotus,) only afew small spaces 
being left naked by the bony plates which 
encase it. The plates are rough with granu- 
lations, which on some are arranged in rows. 
The preoperenlum has commonly four spines; 
the first is at the posterior, superior angle, 
straight, stout, three fourths of an inch in 
length, pointing directly backward; the sec- 
ond is a little below this, about a fourth of an 
inch in length; the third is shorter; the ante- 
rior inferior angle forms the fourth, strong and 
well marked, about equal tothe second in 
length. The operculum, along its superior 
border, has a stout, angular, straight, sharp 
pointed ridge, seven tenths of an inch long, 
perfectly analagous to the first preopercular 
spe (though no part of it is free,) the two 
lying parallel, side by side, similar in appear- 
ance, both granulated, nearly coterminal; the 
membranous opeculum extends a little be- 
yond the ridge; the inferior angle present al- 
80 a spine, comparatively feeble, partly con- 
cealed. The gill-covers, when extended, give 
the head an aspect as formidable as that of 
any of the Acanthocotti. Each nasal bone 
forms a small spine. The crests of the or- 
bits are somewhat ridged, though not spinous, 
and from each a ridge passes backward the 
length of the head. | 

The lateral line is marked by an imbrica- 
ted row of strong, granulated plates, similar 


‘to those covering the head. The largest, 


those nearest tne head, are half an inch 
across vertically, which is,about twice their 
longitudinal diameter. They are obscurely 
ridged not spinous. The other parts of the 
surface are destitute of plates or scales.

_The first dorsal arises a little in advance 
of the opercular angle, and is an inch and 
one fourth in length, rounded, the. greatest 
height (equal to half the length) being at the 
third and fourth rays.

The second dorsal, separated from the first 
by an interval of one fourth of an inch, is an 
inch and a half long, an inch high, rounded; 
rays very slightly divided—this is true of the 
articulated rays of all the fins except the 
caudal. 

_ The anal, opposite the second dorsal, is en- 
tirely similar to that fin in height and in form 
but is a littte shorter; the rays are free at 
their tips. | 

_ The pectorals, on a base of an inch and one 
fourth extending forward, almost to the ante- 
rior preopercular spine, are an inch and six 
tenths in height, rounded, of the cottoid form; 
there are no separate or detached rays. 

The ventrals, o ite about the middle of 
the insertion of the pectorals, are an inch in 
height; the last ray is so connected to the 
body by membrane as to restrain the motions 
of the fin to a certain degree. |

LOSS OF MANY LIVES!

By the arrival of the steamer Goliah from 
Sau Diego, on the morning of the 9th inst, we 


are placed in possession authentic ac- 
counts of the loss of the Steamship baukee 
Blade, reports of which reached the city on 
the Sabbath. 

The Yankee Blade left here on the 30th ult., 
for Panama, in connection with the Sonora 
and Cortes, having on board between 700 and 
800 passengers. The oilicial report of the 
Purser, Mr. Vought. says,— 

“ Oet. Ist, at 3 1-2 o'clock, P. M., being en- 
compassed in a dense fog, steering a 8. E. by 
S. course, and supposing ourselves at least 
ten miles from the shore, we struck a reef of 
rocks off Point Arguello, about fifteen miles 
above Point Conception, upon which the ship 
ran upwards of sixty feet, while. her stern 
swung in nine fathoms of water, whicli in 
less than twenty-five minutes, sunk below 
the promenade deck ; but so firmly was the 
forward part embedded in the rocks, that up 
to the time we left the ship, (about 4 P.M., on 
the 2d inst.,) she had not receded an inch.” 


The boats were immediately launched and 
manned, for the conveyance of the passengers 
to the shore, which was about a mile distant. 
Capt. Randall went ashore in the first boat, 
“to find a place to land his passengers,” and 
did not board the steamer again until 
the next morning. The first and second 
mates followed the Captain with boats full of 
women, but the latter only succeeded. in 
reaching the shore in safety. The other boat 
was swamped, and out of 21 persons, more 
than half, chiefly ladies, were drowned. From 
this time until dark, the boats continued to 
ply between the wreck and the shore, carry- 
ing as Many passengers as the size of the 
boats and the surf would permit. During the 


had been sent to take his father’s place, and 

the 3d mate, were the only officers on board. 
The scenes of that awfnl night, almost beggar 
description. The stern of the vessel had set- 

tled down, the promenade deck and the hous- 

es aft were washed away, the cabin full of 
water, and only the steerage and forward 

deck, afforded a resting place for the fright- 

ened passengers. Taking advantage of the 

confusion and darkness, a company of vile 

wretches; instigated by the very fiends them- 

selves, commenced their operations of cruelty 

and plunder. Not content with breaking into 

trunks and cutting open carpet-bags, for val- 

uables, they attacked the persons of all whom 

they did not fear, and robbed them of money, 

watches, and jewelry. Taking possession of 
the steerage, they prosecuted their hellish de- 

signs without let or hindrance. A cry of 
murder was heard below, and several pistol 

shots, but the threats of those in possession, 

prevented any assistence being rendered to 

the victims. How many were murdered, or 
whether none, is not known. All the live- 

long night were upwards of 700 passengers 

crowded together on the bow of the wreck, in 

momentary expectation of being engulphed 

by the raging waters beneath them, while 
these mercenary villains were loading them- 
selves with spuils from the weak and timid, | 
by threats and force. Even bedding, life- 
preservers, and private clothing, were appro- 
priated by them and afterwards sold at enor- 
mous prices, oftentimes to the owners them- 
selves. 

Hope almost expired in the bosoms of the 
sufferers ere the mournful bell tolled away 
minute after minnte of the Jong and dreadful 
night. With the morning’s dawn, however, 
came renewed courage and prospect of ‘es- 
cape. The ships boats soon made their ap- 
pearance and had taken off several loads, 
when the Goliah, was seen carefully feeling 
her way through the mist and fog. On dis- 
covering the wreck she at once made arrange- 
ments for the rescue of the passengers, and

been safely landed or transferred to the Go- 
liah. She then proceeded to San Diego, car- 
rying with her 600 of the passengers, most of 
whom she left at that place. On her return, 
she touched at the wreck and took on all the 
remaining passengers and crew, 361 in all, 
and arrived here at 9 o’clock Monday morn- 
ing. 

The number of lives lost, has not yet been 
definitely ascertained, but is supposed to be 
about 30. All the treasure, to the amount of 
$150,000 sunk with the wreck, but the greater 
part of the Express maiter, was saved. 


Much credit is due Capt. Haley, of the Go- 
liah, and his officers, for their kindness and 
attention to the shipwrecked sufferers, many - 


of whom were destitute of sufficient clothing 
to protect them from the wet and cold. 


The conduct of Henry Randall, Jr., and of | 


the 1st and 3d mates, is spoken of in terms 


of high commendation. 

We clip the following incidents from the 
report of the Purser,— 

“ A Mrs. Jane Elwell, who had exerted her- 
self by going into the water alongside of the 
boats, and carrying the ladies ashore, saw the 
almost lifeless bodies of two ladies, and said 
to a young man, ‘ You take one and I'll take 


another,’ and she.picked up one of the ladies 


and carried her up an almost perpendicular 
bluff, to a spot where they had found a cam 
and built fires; and afterwards, together with 
many other ladies, she tae off her under 
clothes and gave them to the exhausted men. 
During the night a number of bodies wash- 
ed ashore—among others a female with a 
child clasped in her arms, the wife of Mr. 
Brenan, who—as an extraordinary instance 


of devoted love—went on shore with spade 


in hand, dug up his wife and child, kissed 


them, prayed over them, and then re-buried 
them.” 
State Agricultural Fair. 


The first Fair of the State Agricultural So- 
ciety opened at Musical Hall on Tuesday of 
last week and has not yet closed. Day and 
night have the rooms been visited by our 
citizens and by those attracted hither from 
the country to participate in the Exhibition. 
The decorations of the Hall were in good taste 
with very slight exceptions. Flags, em- 
blems and mottoes, hung suspended from the 
ceiling, while the walls were adorned with 
the “sentiments of great men,” names of the 


counties of the State, wreaths of evergreens, 


paintings and engravings. 

Two long tables extending nearly the 
whole length of the Hall, occupied the two 
sides: in the centre was a large circular 
table about 25 feet in diameter, devoted prin- 
cipally to vegetables. Arranged in front of 
the orchestra seats were stands for flowering 
plants and fowers—a large table at each end 
of the 100m for fruits, grain, &e., and. side 
tables in various positions for dairy produc- 
tions and manufactured articles. 

We have neither me nor space to enumer- 
ate all the rare, beautiful and useful articles 
exhibited, and will only mention such of the 
strictly native productions as_ particularly 
canght our attention. Of flowers and flower- 
ing plants there was a very brilliant display. 
Indeed, the variety of dahlies and roses, of 
the most beautiful hues and delicious fra- 
vrance, seemed almost infinite. There were 
also fuschias of several species, lilies, hydran- 
veas, geraniums, acacias, abutilons, violets, 
caleeolarias, and a hundred others. Some 
exhibitors had plucked their flowers and 
lashioned them into wreaths. flags and harps. 
But near- 
ly all these beautiful flowers and plants were 
exotic—a very few only did we recognize as 
So strong a pen- 
chant” have our ladies for plants and tlowers 


-of foreign growth, that they entirely overlook 


the flora of our own country, though we ean 
boast a greater variety of brilliant-hued flow- 
ers, beautiful shrubbery and magnificent trees 
than any other country known. Among the 
largest contributors to the floral department 
of the exhibition were Messrs O'Donnell, of 
the U. S. Nursery, Mr. Walker, of the Golden 
Gate Nursery, Mrs. C. V. Gillespie, Sontage 


& Co. and Center's Commercial Nursery. 


Strawberries were in great profusion — 


twenty or more vatieties, many of them ecul- | 
tivated in pots, with the fruitin all stages of 


growth, were on exhibition. For size and 
flavor, we have abundant evidence that Cali- 
fornia may soon, if not now, challenge the 
world on strawberries. Several varieties of 
grapes from Macondray’s garden at San Ma- 


teo, and some from J. K. Rose, Esq., of Sono- 


ma, were the finest that passed under our, 
observation. The variety of apples was very 


large and for fairness, color, size and we doubt: 


not flavor too, they will rival the far-famed 
products of Massachusetts, New York, or 
Ohio. Apples of such.size and beauty« as 
were some of those from the orchard of J. A. 
Griffith, of Sonoma, we did not expect to 
s2e so soon, and we suppose they are only 
the earnest of what is to come a few years 
hence. Mr. E. L. Beard, of San José Mis- 


sion, furnished many varieties of large, fine | 


looking apples, and also several varieties of 
Other contributors of these frnits 


of San José, and Lewellen of San José Mis- 
sion.

exhibited a basket of peaches and apples of 
such size and flavor, that creates a fear that 
our northern sister may yet carry off the palm 
in Pomology.

We are confident that larger 
specimens may now be found in different 
parts of the country. But it is not size alone 
that constitutes a good potato, tomato, or cab- 
bage; on the contrary, as a general rule, the 
mammoth vegetables are the poorest. Of 
those that require special mention were beets 
from A. Putnam, Suscol Ranch, egg plants 
from Henry Roe,*San José Valley, squashes 
from the Suscol Ranch, cabbages from Mr.

Besides these, there were 
tomatoes, carrots, celery, rheubarb, cucum- 
bers, peppers, cauliflowers, &c., &c. 3 
Several stalks of corn from Los Angeles, 
measuring 18 feet in height, with the ears 


“beyond the reach of the tallest man, attracted 


considerable attention. They, are from a 
field of many acres and we are informed by 
a gentleman who recently -passed through 
it, that the variety is very prolific, theré be- 
ing from three to seven well-filled ears on a 
stalk. Some very tall specimens of sheaf 
barley, wheat and oats, were also seen.— 
Sainples of wheat were quite numerous from 
various parts of the country. Those from 
Sacramento, Yolo, and Calaveras counties 
and from Putah Creek, appeared to jtake 
precedence in whiteness of color, size and 
plumpness of the grain. Fine samples were 


exhibited by Mr. J. C. Woods ;from the Pul- 
gas Ranch, by Mr. Hill from the Salinas 


Plains, from San José Valley and from Ma- 


rin county. The productions of the dairy 
were very limited, though the samples ex- 
hibited of butter and cheese, reflect great 
credit on the skill of our dairy-women. Most 


of these articles came from Pejaluma and So- |

soil and climate, full-grown ‘almonds from 


Mr. Spencer’s garden, Monteyey—branch of

old, bearing fruit, from Mr. KE. Cornelius of 
this city—nutmeg (?) from Grass Valley and |

Of man- 
ufactured articles there was very little dis- 
play. Two or three cases of gold and lace 
embroidery of most beautiful patterns and 
workmanship by Mrs. Norcross of this city ; 
a case of finely finished hats and caps from 
Collins & Co. ; some very pretty specimens 
of crewel work ; flour from several of the 
mills in the city and San José Valley, and 
fine table salt from the Log Angeles ‘salt 
works, were all that we obgerved. Many 
other objects of great interest were to be 
seen, as cases of minerals, fossils and shells, 
and natural curiosities from various parts of 
the world, agricultural implements, ma- 
chinery, models for wire feneps, a very in- 
genious secretary—bedsfead, steam engines, 
&e.. which added greatly to the attractions of 
the exhibition. 
some tine lithographic drawings from 
Butler, daguerreotypes from: Vanee’s, and 
paintings by Chas. Nahl. The daguerreo- 
types were much admired : and for fineness 
of finish and statuesque distinetness cannot 
be surpassed. Two paintings of Mr. Naht 
adorned the walls, one a portrait of Col. Law- 
rence, the other without a name, but what 
might with propriety be called the California 
Hunter. The latter is a work Jof great. artts- 
tic beauty and received, as it pichly metited, 
universal commendation.

Astounding Forgeries. 


Our city was thrown into a state of intense 
excitement on Saturday last by the announce- 
ment that Henry Meizgs, atfd old and well 
known resident, had failed fora large amount 
and sailed for “ Ports in the Pacitie,” on the 
bark American. ‘The suspicions of his credit- 
ors were instantly aroused, and the investiga- 
tions of the last few days have developed for- 
geries and swindling to an extent hitherto 
unparalelled on the Pacific coast. Forged 
Comptroller's Warrants to the amount of 
nearly $400,000 have already been detected, 
and an over issue of Stock of the California 
Lumber Co., of which Mr. Mejzgs was Presi- 
dent, of $250,000. In additign to the above, 
are forgeries of promissory notes on Wm. 


Neely Thompson & Co., amoynting to $40,- 


000, and it is alsoquite probable there may be 
forged paper against other liyins, and a still 
larger amount of forged Waryants. The re- 
semblance between the engravings of the 
false and genuine Warrants’ is so striking, 
that lithographets give itas their opinion that 
they are both impressions of the same plate : 
and it is more than likely that by some means 
yet unknown, Mr. Meiggs got possession of a 
quantity of blank Warrants and had them fill- 
ed up to suit his own purposes. The signa- 
tures are those of the Comptraller, D. Harris. 
and ex-Mayor Garrison, and se truthfully are 
they counterfeited, that both these gentlemen 
at first sight pronounced thew: genuine. It 
was only by referring to the bogks aud discov- 
ering adiscrepency in the dates and numbers, 
that the fraud was detected. 

Mr. Meigg’s shrewdness in ‘bis operations, 
is evidenced by his placing his Warrants as 
securties in the hands of these iwvho would 
not be likely to make present? use of them. 
But we cannot say that muck foresight was 
displayed in his forgeries on W. N. Thomp- 
son & Co., for as these notes had been out for 
some two or three months and required only 
presentation at their counter: to pronounce 
them counterfeits, the chancégs for detection 
were infinitely greater than in the first in- 


stance. Mr. M. has, however, escaped with 


his ill-gotten booty, to the amount probably 
of $250,000 or $300,000. |

them employees of Mr. Meiggs, and others of 
limited means, have thus been ‘robbed of their

months and years. Even his'washerwoman 
did not escape—it is said that he paid her 
$2,000 in bogus Warrants..
